The sun stood still for nearly 
five years during the fratricidal 
struggle, suid Mr Dafoe, and we 
still wonder why we have the con 
dition we have. The post war pros- 
perity was a result of a war that 
burned up fifty billion‘s in wealth 
and cost ten million lives. 

In the fourth year of the depres- 
sion it is beginning to be realized 
that international co-operation is 
necessary if total disaster is to be 
averted. With three fifths of the 
trade of the world destroyed since 
1929, the cowardice and silence of 
public men, and the fatalistic atti- 
tude of the people is waning and 
the democratic peoples of the 
world are awakening to the fact 
that this year must see a show 
down to discover if governments 
have yet acquired common sense. 

With regard to reparations, Mr 
Dafoe said that those responsible 
for drawing up the schedule kne) 
at the time that it was a political 
fake which was followed by 10 
years of agony trying to exact pay- 
ments from a country from whom 
goods were refused. In Washington 
there is a crisis, and they have not 
got the guts to tell the people that 
they had been kidded to believe 
Germany could pay. 

It is an essential thing that be- 
tore world machinery can be put 
into working order there be a uni 
versul recognition of the stale of 
affairs. There must be a _ condi- 
tion of general stability relative to 
the outlawing of war, of trade wars 
and a stability of monetary sys: 
tems, he stated. 

In the matter of disarmament, 
five powers of Europe were now 
getting together on a new basis. 
with a possibility they will agree 
that never ugain will they resort 
to force. 

Great Britain has paid her in- 
stallment of war debts with anoth- 
er due in June. It has been sug- 
gested in England that the govern- 
ment ship the gold and remain off 
the gold standard. Mr Dafoe said 
that adjustment or cancellation o 
war debts would instantly react on 
the fortunes of individuals and im- 
thediately restore confidence, hi 
these first three things are in 
some process of settlement at the 
time of the world economic confer- 
ence then something may be ac- 
complished. International trade is 
good and international co-operation 
is vital. The nations of the world 
must forget and forego many 
things they have heretofore cher. 
ished and avoid such provocative 
things as that which caused the 
World War and its terrible  after- 
math. 

In conclusion, the speaker said: 
The world conference should be a 
good time to find out where the 
nations actually stand with regard 
to international trade as against 
their present indicated feeling thar 
countries can live to themselves 
alone.
